Lord Newhaven rofe to inquire if the Right Honourable Se- 
cretary of State meant to lay before the Houfe the treaty with 
with Holland. 

Mr Secretary Townfhend {aid, all that had arrived from 
Holland was merely a document of agreement on their part 
toa ceffation of hoftilities; that the negociation with the 
Dutch was not got fo for as the figning of a treaty, and, con~, 
fequently, that he had no papers to lay before the Houfe upon 
that fabject. 

A motion was then made, 

«© That an humble addrefs be prefented to his Majefty to 
defire that his Majeity will be gracioufly pleafed to give direc- 
tions, that there be laid before this Houfe, copies of the {e- 
verai commiflions and powers, by virtue of which provifional 
articles were refpectively agreed upon, by and between Richard 
Ofwald, Efy: the Commiffioner of his Britannic Majetty, 
for treating of peace with the commiflioners of the United 
States of America, in behalf of the faid Majelty, on 
the one part; and Yohn Adams, Benjamin Franklin, John 
Fay, and Henry Laurens, four of the Commilflioners of the faid 
States, for treating of peace with the Commiflioner of his faid 
Majefty on theit behalf, on the other part.” 

The Speaker put the queflion, and it was cartied mem. con. 

The Speaker next put a queltiva, which was a quettion of 
courfe, viz. ‘ that the members With white {taves carry up the 
faid addrefs.”” 

Mr Secretary Town/hend rofe, and faid, he wilhed not on 
the prefent occafion to depart from the general practice of par- 
liament. Hie believed it had not been ufual, when prelimina- 
ries of peace had beem laid before either Houfe, for any fuch 
papers, .as thofe now: afked for, to be required, or laid upon the 
table. “He withed not to object to the production of them, if 
the producing of them was warranted by precedent, but he 
was defirous of eftablifhing that fact.. He hoped therefore, thao 
the Hon. Gemleman would not perfift in his motion, or would 
potpone it till Monday, when he would come either down 
with the papers, or with an anfwer to the motion before them ; 
and he affured the Houfe that he would then offer no frivolous 
objections. He would either ailign fome fotid reafon for not 
producing 'théni, or he would Jay ahem upon the table, : 

L6rd Newhaven told Mr Secretary Townthend, the motion 
for the papers was already pafled, and the queftion decided. 

The Speaker alfo declared that he had put the firft queftion, 
and was, when Mr Secretary Townthend rofe, putting the fe- 
cond, viz. how the Houfe would have the addrefs, they had 
ordered, carried to the King. 

Mr Secretary Towa/hend faid, he did not himfelf fee, that 
there Would be any objection to producing the papers then afked 
for. But as the motion had been made of'a fudden, he could 
not anfwer dire@tly either one way or the other. Had the 
Hon. Gentleman who made it had fo much candour as to have 
propofed the motion: fome days earlier, or had he fhewn it to 
him, be thould have been enabled to have {poken decifively up- 
on it that day. When he rofe before, he really was not apprif+ 
ed that the motion had been put and carried ; it refted, there- 
fore, with the Houfe whether it thould or fhould not be confi- 
dered as.open. . He would only repeat that he, would on Mon- 
day next come down with the pagers in his pocket, and if he 
had any reafons to offer again{t their being produced he would 
ftate thofe reafons, and the Houfe would decide whether they 
fhould or fhould, not be produced. 

The motion was then put and agreed to. 

Lord Maitland then moved,
